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To  The  Chairman  and  Members, 

Horncastle  Rural  District  Council# 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  1963,  It  is  not 
to  be  expected  that  in  a Rural  District  which  is  far  the  most  part  truly 
rural,  that  changes  will  be  vast  or  rapid.  Nevertheless,  a steady 
program  of  house  improvements  with,  in  particular,  provision  of  modern 
amenities,  are  helping  the  lot  of  those  who  remain  to  live  and  work,  in 
the  countryside. 

New  meat  inspection  regulations  came  into  force,  necessitating  the 
appointment  of  an  additional  inspector.  The  cost  of  the  service,  which 
has  been  recovered  according  to  the  regulations  is  a very  small  percentage 
of  the  value  of  the  animals  end  in  relation  to  the  work  which  may 
occasionally  be  involved.  The  production  of  food  for  the  nation  is  the 
principal  industry  of  this  district  and  the  public,  must  continue  to  have 
confidence  in  the  quality  and  competitiveness  of  our  produces.  There  was 
a slight  rise  in  condemnation  rate  during  the  year  (1C  months  of  which  were 
before  the  Regulations  were  enforced)  but  the  actual  numbers  are  too  small 
to  draw  conclusions. 

The  impounding  of  streams  is  not  a new  idea  but  it  is  interesting 
when  a new  lake  is  created.  It  might  be  the  start  of  the  more  profitable 
use  of  a number  of  small  streams.  In  other  parts  of  the  district  we  see 
an  increasing  use  of  field  irrigation  from  surface  waters . 

Of  the  277  dwellings  completed  during  the  year,  4-0  were  built  by 
the  Council,  whilst  many  of  the  others  were  built  for  Coningsby  R.A.F, 
Station,  In  the  main,  these  houses  will  cater  for  young  people  with 
young  children  and  the  frequency  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  has  had  to 
be  doubled  and  yet  has  a "full  house,"  This  section  of  our  people, 
because  of  their  age  group  contribute  out  of  proportion  to  the  birth 
rate  yet  hardly  at  all  to  the  death  rate,  and  without  them,  cur  excess 
of  births  over  deaths  would  be  much  diminished,  and  would  be  nearer  to 
the  proportion  of  Horncastle  U.D,  which  keeps  a healthy  surplus  but  not 
the  excess  of  births  wliich  results  wherever  a large  group  cf  young 
married  couples  are  established. 

Sewage  disposal  is  an  unglamoroua  topic  but  the  year  saw  the 
completion  of  the  Mareham-le-Fcn  Sewerage  Scheme  and  the  abolition  of 
serious  smell  nuisances.  Soon,  intoresi;  will  shift  to  small  disposal 
plants  for  groups  of  dwellings  not  tig  enough  to  warrant  a conventional 
plant  and  where  the  distance  between  ore  group  of  dwc.13J.ngs  and  another 
is  too  great  for  a joint  scheme. 

Refuse  collection  is  another  topic  which  engages  attention.  The 
food  trades  have  changed  almost  out  of  recognition  since  the  war  and 
present  pre-packing  trends  are  likely  to  proceed  further,  reducing 
somewhat  the  burden  of  the  known  risks  to  open  food  but  bringing  in  their 
train  possibilities  of  new  difficulties  and  the  certain ty  cf'  on  increased 
quantity  of  containers  and  wrappings  to  be  disposed  of. 
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I an  doubtful  whether  combustibility  enters  into  any  food  manufacturers* 
mind  when  selecting  a wrapping  for  his  product,  but  a -wrapping  that  easily 
burns,  without  smoke,  is  ideal  for  disposal  by  the  consumer  of  the  food. 

There  is  recorded  a startling  rise  in  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  - a 
combination  of  a fatal  car  crash  and  the  very  small  numbers  of  deaths 
result  in  wild  variations.  The  increase  in  illegitimate  births  is  more 
real  and  is  one  of  the  manifestations  of  lack  of  security  among  the 
children  whose  early  life  was  disturbed  by  war  and  its  aftermath. 

This  is  no  local  situation,  indeed,  we  may  well  have  escaped  the  worst  of 
the  problem.  Perhaps  there  is  more  honest  acceptance  and  fewer  forced 
marriages  now  and  the  unmarried  mother  is  certainly  accepted  by  the 
community  particularly  of  their  generation. 

The  year-end  saw  the  Council  planning  its  first  group  of  dwellings  for 
the  elderly  at  Mar eham-lo -Pen.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  tenants  have 
to  be  selected  there  will  be  enough  fairly  able-bodied  couples  to  keep  the 
place  yot® -looking  and  avoid  the  misunderstandings  which  can  arise, 
especially  among  elderly  persons  who  change  their  homes.  That  there  is 
likely  to  bo  an  increasing  need  for  this  type  of  special  housing  is  evident 
from  the  fact  that  this  year  35  out  of  80  males  died  aged  75+  and  35  out  of 
61  females.  The  ftiture  is  likely  to  reduce  the  death  rate  at  earlier  ages 
and  so  more  of  our  people  will  need  this  modern  concept  of  the  almshouse, 
not  as  beneficiaries  of  a charity,  but  as  of  right,  learned  by  a lifetime 
of  work. 

May  I again,  in  conclusion,  thank  all  those  members  of  the  Council  end 
the  Officers  and  staff  who  have  helped  and  taken  an  interest  during  the 

year.

The  general  pattern  of  infectious  disease  control  remains 
satisfactory  and  only  the  periodic  measles  outbreak  remains  to  challenge 
us  although,  as  Aberdeen  as  shown,  there  is  always  a need  for  trained 
personell  to  be  instantly  ready  to  deal  with  the  utterly  unexpected* 
Public  response  tends  to  be  of  the  panic  type  as  shown  by  the  smallpox 
outbreak  while,  although  there  was  nr_.  case  within  almost  an  hundred 
miles  caused  a 2 5Q&  increase  in  vaccination  f or  that  year  only. 
Immediately  the  score  was  over  the  rate  declined  to  less  than  usual, 
partly  due  to  shortage  of  eligible  subjects  and  partly  to  changing 
policy  which  now  advocates  postponing  vaccination  into  the  second 
year  of  life  expectation  of  milder  reactions* 

Further  control  of  infectious  disease  is  likely  to  depend  more 
and  more  on  Preventive  Psychological  Medicine,  It  will  not  be  enough  to 
insist  on  adequate  W.C.'s  and  washing  facilities  unless  at  the  same  time 
we  educate  people  to  use  them  properly*  I am  ashamed  a.t  the  number  of 
new  high-flush  cisterns  installed,  especially  in  public  places,  and  I 
wonder  how  it  is  possible  to  flush  the  pan  without  splashing  the  seat, 
nor  contaminating  the  chain  handle  and  thereafter  to  leave  the 
compartment , and  wash  one's  hands  without  contaminating  the  tap  handles* 
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The  orientals  perhaps  have  their  psychology  right  in  using  one  hand  for 
toilet  and  the  other  for  food  preparation.  The  pedestal  W.C.  is  enthroned 
in  british  homes  and  it  would  take  a major  revolution  to  replace  it  by 
the  more  hygienic  squat  type,  and  at  least  a generation  to  get  them 
accepted.  A reasonable  compromise  is  the  low  flush  coupled  with 
counter-weighted  seats.  This  would  prevent  the  flushing  action  soiling 
the  seat. 

A simple  foot -operated  release  to  the  compartment  door  and  for  the 
flush  would  remove  two  more  links  from  the  chain  of  infection  and  foot 
operated  taps  could  take  prevention  by  mechanical  means  a stage  further. 

The  control  of  hygiene  in  food  preparation  on  a commercial  scale  is 
well  advanced  and  if*  all  the  precepts  were  vigorously  followed,  little 
trouble  should  arise.  However,  whenever  any  process  involves  human  beings, 
errors  may  arise  and  remain  undetected  for  some  time,  perhaps  until  an 
outbreak  of  illness  arises. 

The  virus  diseases  are  gradually  yielding  to  research  but  are  at  the 
same  time  showing  themselves  to  be  a good  deal  more  complex  than  were 
at  one  time  thought.  The  common  cold  is  no  more,  there  are  three 
recognised  strains  of  Poliomyelitis  together  with  a variety  of 
other  viruses  capable  of  producing  similar  initial  symptons . 

Prevention  may  thus  involve  either  very  complex  vaccines  or  a 
general  review  of  our  hygienic  state,  to  reduce  the  passage  rale  of 
virus  particles. 

We  rather  complacently  accept  the  regular  recurrence  of  Measles, 
almost  always  breaking  out  in  a crowded  infant  classroom  and  spreading 
throughout  the  non-immunes • This  may  be  due  to  a very  small  infective 
dose  being  required  to  initiate  infection,  or  it  mo.y  be  due  to  our 
habits  of  encouraging  and  even  compelling  large  numbers  of  susceptible 
children  to  congregate  in  planes  which  are  physically  capable  of  being 
inadequate iy  venilated. 

In  the  sane  way,  absence  of  convenient  warm  water  powerfully 
discourages  little  ones  from  hand  washing,  as  does  distance  or 
distraction  on  returning  from  the  W.C.  In  my  view  toilet  facilities 
should  always  bo  under  the  same  roof  a.s  infant  classrooms  and 
preferably  as  accessible  as  possible.

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The  National  Health  Service 


The  area  remains  basically  well  served.  Transport  difficulties 
are  the  principal  impediments  to  smooth  working,  especially  of  surgery 
and  outpatients. 

County  Health  Services 

whilst  the  deficiency  in  fluoride  in  our  water  has  been  demonstrated 
and  the  Councils  with  which  I an  associated  have  approved  fluoridation, 
the  newly  formed  East  Lincolnshire  later  Board  has  not  yet  been  able  to 
implement  the  request. 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  now  separated  from  the  Fire  Service  and 
appears  to  be  functioning  well.  A very  considerable  mileage  is  involved 
in  transporting  outpatients  to  and  from  hospital  out  patient  departments 
where  public  transport  is  not  available  or  is  unsuitable. 

The  Medical  Officers  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  now  all  have  responsibility  for  supervising  Child  Health  from 
birth  up,  and  regular  clinical  sessions  are  held  at  Hornca.stle,  l/ragby, 
Coningsby  and  Woodhall  Spa,  thus  serving  the  major  population  centres. 

Thus  most  doctors  have  their  afternoons  for  the  most  part  permanently 
booked  and  the  reduced  amount  of  school  work  has  to  be  done  in 
morning  sessions  with,  when  necessary  an  afternoon  borrowed  from  other 
work  to  reduce  the  disturbance  of  the  schools.

The  drop  in  smallpox  vaccination  is  two-fold  - firstly 
the  1962  peak  was  the  result  of  public  panic  and  once  this  was 
over  there  would  be  fewer  eligible  subjects  for  vaccination. 


At  the  same  time,  it  was  decided  that  routine  infant 
vaccination  was  better  performed  in  the  second  year  of  life, 
so  that  a backlog  is  now  being  dealt  with  of  infants  who  were 
deliberately  left  unvaccinated,  A few  of  these  had  to  be 
vaccinated  in  a hurry  to  comply  with  service  needs.

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Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  Vaccine  is  corning  into  use  for  the  routine 
■boosters  of  those  given  triple-  vaccine  in  infancy  and  now  of  school  age 
or  approaching  it.  The  Tho  oping  Gough  component  being  responsible  for 
most  of  the  reactions  to  triple  vaccine  is  undesirable  in  view  of  the 
mildness  of  the  disease  among  older  children. 

33.C.G-.  Vaccination 

Although  this  has  been  practised  in  Secondary  Schools  for  some 
years,  the  initial  3C fo  acceptance  of  skin  testing  has  not  been 
maintained. 

The  reduction  of  tuberculosis  to  vanishing  point  involves  many 
factors  - continued  prosperity  of  all  sections  of  the  community,  proper 
housing  and  nutrition,  isolation  and  training  of  infectious  cases 
together  with  a very  active  drug  therapy.  This  with  careful  follow-up 
of  contacts  goes  a long  way. 

Nine  of  every  ten  children  a.t  twelve  years  of  age  have  no 
immunity  to  tuberculosis,  a few  have  active,  unrecognised  disease  and 
should  be  referred  to  the  Chest  Physicians  before  lasting  damage  is  done. 
For  this  it  is  vital  to  skin  test  as  nearly  as  possible  every  child  and 
give  them  the  protection  of  vaccination. 

Three  notifications  of  tuberculosis  within  the  district  may  not 
seem  a lot,  but  we  expect  half  our  children  to  other  areas  and  the 
neglectfulness  of  our  parents  may  only  be  shown  up  when  their  children 
leave  home  for  the  big  towns  and  cities. 
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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District 


Housing;  : 

An  appreciable  improvement  occurred  with  the  completion  of  UO 
new  Council  dwellings  and  231  others* 

The  majority  of  the  others  are  for  our  Service  Friends  many  of 
whom  have  lived  in  very  makes! lift  accommodation  for  some  time  before 
getting  a house. 

hater  Supply  : 

No  significant  change  actually  occurred  during  the  year,  but 
fluoridation  of  the  water  was  agreed  in  principle  and  now  remains 
principally  an  engineering  problem,  but  to  some  extent  political  since 
with  the  formation  of  a Water  Board  an  area  of  supply  may  be  created  " 
in  which  not  all  Councils  will  agree. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  : 

Fortnightly  collection  in  larger  villages  will  become  insufficient 
with  increased  housing  density  and  the  disappearance  of  cooking  stoves 
capable  of  drying  and  burning  refuse,  whilst  the  decline  of  gardening 
reduces  the  demand  for  kitchen  waste  to  be  returned  to  the  land. 

Three  large  vehicles  are  already  employed  on  this  work  which  represents 
an  appreciable  proportion  of  Council  expenditure. 

Food  Hygiene  : 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  topic  is  very  much  in  the  news  and 
corned  beef  quite  -unfashionable.  This  is  a quite  unwarranted  aspersion 
on  a product  which  has  been  consumed  probably  in  a quantity  as  vast  as 
that  of  baked  beans  without  ill  effect. 


The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  were  implemented  both  in  the 
letter  and  the  spirit  and  a great  deal  of  work  has  fallen  on  the 
shoulders  of  Mr.  Jones.  This  is  trying  work,  involving  constant 
attention  to  detail,  seeking  carefully  and  but  rarely  finding  those 
conditions  that  'would  make  neat  unfit.  It  is  in  this  connection 
that  statistics  can  have  a variable  interpretation  and  from  the  Report 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  it  will  be  seen  that  only  13  visits 
to  Registered  Premises  for  Preparation  of  meat  products  are  recorded. 

This  is  the  point:  almost  all  these  premises  are  attached  to  slaughter- 
houses and  are  informally  visited  very  frequently  indeed,  when  meat 
inspection  takes  place,  so  that  adhoc  visitations  are  naturally  rare. 

Food  Poisoning,  although  a notifiable  disease,  is  not  frequently 
reported  and  conversely  is  frequently  is  not  reported,  for  the  episode 
may  be  too  short  and  sharp  to  allow  of  medical  aid,  or  it  may  be  a longer 
illness  lasting  several  days  and  frequently  leaving  the  patient  a carrier 
of  the  germs  for  some  time. 
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For  this  reason  it  is  obligatory  for  both  food  trade  worker  and  doctor 
to  notify.  If  necessary,  compensation  caai  be  paid  to  a man  instructed  to 
remain  away  from  work  because,  although  able  to  work  he  might  be  a public 
health  danger.

Much  emphasis  has  been  laid  on  cold  storage  of  prepared  foods 
especially  meat  products,  since  in  food  poisoning,  the  actual  dose  of  the 
causative  agent  may  decided  the  outcome  of  the  episode.
